3. The Committee will examine all proposals received from 
time to time by the Films Division for purchase of documen¬ 
tary films from Independent producers and other agencies or 
offers of donation of documentary films from independent 
producers. The Committee will consider all such proposals 
on the basis of quality, suitability for general publicity release 
and such other relevant criteria and advise whether the films 
in question should be accuired by the Films Division or not. 
The Committee may also consider matters of girteral nature 
concerning purchase of documentary films and tender its 
advice to the Films Division.
